EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

A frame timing r e cloclcing m e thod for th e SDH or SONET transmission apparatus of claim 1,

a frame timing of a received signal frame is re-clocked to the intra-apparatus reference 
frame timing without using pointer processing to establish synchronism. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the main signal processing unit includes a 
main signal timing re-clocking section for synchronizing frame timings of the main signal frames 
with the intra-frame reference frame timing using a main signal memory section for temporarily 
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storing the main signal frames and each of the interface imits includes a main signal signaling 
processing section for performing signaling a main signal frame to the main signal processing 
unit based on the intra-apparatus reference frame timing distributed from the frame timing 
distribution section of the main signal processing unit, as specified in independent claims 1 and 
17.
